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The Why and What of Advertising—And How 


By MERTON MOORE 


As Presented at the Recent Annual Meeting of the Wisconsin Holstein-Friesian Association 


the merchant, “What will you take for this cake of 

soap?” and he said, “Well, that’s a very nice cake of 
soap and I figure I ought to get thirteen cents for it,” and 
you said, “Oh, I’m not so crazy about it, I'll give you a 
nickel for it,’”’ and he said, “Gee whiz, I can’t sell that soap 
for a nickel, I will have to have at least seven cents for it.”’ 
Now I don’t think I ever heard a conversation like that 
and I doubt if many of you ever did. When you want a 
cake of soap you go into a store and ask how much it is 
and the storekeeper tells you and you pay for it. 


But now let me repeat to you a conversation between 
a friend of mine down in Illinois and a grocer. This 
grocer was going into the purebred Holstein business and 
as he had known this friend of mine for some time and 
knew he had a good herd he came out to his farm to buy 
a herd sire. There was a mighty fine calf there and the 
grocer liked it so he asked my friend what he would take 
for it. My friend said, “Well, Henry, the dam of that 
calf milked nearly 18,000 Ibs. last year under ordinary 
care and twice-a-day milking, and this calf is sired by 
that good herd sire of mine and you can see what he is, 
I ought to ask you $500 for him.” But the grocer said, 
“My hearing isn’t a bit good, John. I don’t think I under- 
stood what you said.” And my friend said, “Well, I know 
$500 is a lot of money, but really, Henry, the dam of that 
bull is a wonderful cow. She tests 3.8% for the year 
and you can see what a big, strong cow she is. I couldn’t 
sell that bull for less than $400. I just couldn’t do it.’ 
And the grocer said, “Well, John, you’ve been buying gro- 
ceries from me for years and we've been good friends 
and that’s why I came out here to buy, but I don’t want 
to pay over $75 for a calf.” And John said, ‘“‘Well, now, 
here’s a nice calf—’’ but the grocer said, “No, I’ve set 
ny heart on that first one, and if I can’t have him, I’ll just 
let it go now.” And my friend said, “Well, Henry, I just 
don’t see how I could sell that calf so cheap, but I will 
split the difference and sell him to you for $250, just so 
you can have a good one.” But the grocer shook his head. 
All he could pay was $75. So they argued until noon and 
then John asked Henry to stay to dinner. Henry enjoyed 
that dinner immensely and he told John so and he told 
John’s wife, too, and after dinner he was feeling a little 
more liberal so that after they had argued another two 
hours my friend won his point and the grocer paid him 
$80 and took the calf. 


Now when things like that would happen I would say 
to John: “Why don’t you set a price on these animals 
and then hold to it?” and he said: “Yes, I tried that. I 


J UST suppose you and I went into a store and said to 


had two bulls get to be 2 years old on my hands and then 
g0 to the butcher. 


People around here don’t care any- 





thing about breeding, and they won’t pay over $75 for any 
calf.” Now John isn’t the only man selling pure bred live 
stock that has made up his mind to take what the other 
fellow will give, yet the age has passed when John can 
go to the store and buy on this same basis. 

It isn’t fair and it isn’t right and it emphasizes and 
illustrates the statement I am about to make, namely, 
that the farm problem today is a marketing problem, and 
I am up here today to talk with you about selling pure 
bred live stock, for there is an answer to this marketing 
problem, and I think I can give you that answer. I think 
I can tell you a few things to do that you can go home 
and do, and I think I can assure you that if you will do 
these things you will improve your marketing conditions. 

Now there are a lot of expert salesmen today, and you 
and I can probably get to be one of these if we take one 
of these correspondence school courses in salesmanship, 
but I don’t know what an expert salesman thinks or says 
or does. I don’t know how he holds his face or his hands 
or how he trains his voice. I know that he can sell you 
something that is not desirable and that you don’t want 
because I’ve met an expert. I went into a little shop in 
New York not so long ago to buy a collar button. When 
I came out I had a belt, a necktie and three shirts. My 
wife said, “‘Why did you buy those shirts?” and I said, “I 
don’t know, I thought when I was in there that I wanted 
these.” If you want to know anything about that kind of 
salesmanship, I can’t tell you anything about it. 

Eight years ago I was offered a job selling pure bred 
Holstein cattle for Carnation Milk Farms. Why this job 
was offered me, I never knew. I think it was because 
there were a lot of people up here at the University then 
whose name was Moore, and the Carnation Company had 
me mixed up with some other Moore. I was doing County 
Agent work then and I told Professor Hatch about the 
job and he said, “What’s one Moore more or less?” and 
he said he could do with one less Moore, so I took the 
job. 


Now I think I ought to tell you what my selling experi- 
ence has been up to that time. When I was in grade 
school my father bought me a fountain pen, and when I 
got to school with it I met Howard Foote and he said, 
“How will you trade your fountain pen for my jackknife?” 
and I said, “Well, I haven’t seen your jackknife,” and he 
said “Well, I haven’t seen your fountain pen either.” I 
said that was true and we traded. He got the fountain 
pen and I got the jackknife. All that was wrong with 
the knife was that it didn’t have any blades in it. So that 
was my first experience. 


My second experience was when I finished school here 
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at Madison. I had a pair of shoes that were always too 
tight for me and I found an old clothes man and brought 
him up to my room and I said, “What will you give me 
for these shoes?” and he said, “A dollar.” I said, “What! 
a dollar?” and he said, “Well, you know we can’t get 
much for these clothes when we sell them.” He said, 
“This suit here for instance (and he showed me a suit he 
had over his arm) I won’t get but $3 for that suit.” I 
said, “Are you absolutely sure?” He said, “Absolutely.” 
I said, “All right, here’s the $3, I will take it.” 


As far as I know those were the only two experiences 
I had in business before I took this job, so you won’t say 
that I was particularly well equipped for this work, and I 
wasn’t. I was as ignorant of it as anyone could possibly 
be as far as selling was concerned. 

Now when Professor Hatch called me up here today he 
asked me to talk about advertising, and a few days later 
my friend, Les Oldam, came into the office to tell me 
about the subject I am down for, and when he went out 
he said, “You might also say a few words about adver- 
tising.” So I am going to talk to you about advertising 
and I will also say a few words about advertising, not to 
please Les, and not to please Professor Hatch, and cer- 
tainly not because you people want to hear about adver- 
tising, but because, just as the farm problem today is a 
marketing problem, so the farm marketing problem is 
largely an advertising problem. I imagine you will say 
to this announcement just what I said 8 years ago when 
I took this job I spoke of. Well, I might be able to learn 
to sell pure bred Holsteins but I can never learn to write 
advertisments. And the company I went to work for 
didn’t insist that I should write advertisements. They 
said, “All we do insist is that you sell cattle, and if you 
can do that without writing advertisements or advertis- 
ing, so much the better. But I found I couldn’t. I might 
have sold a few cheap calves just as John did to the 
people who dropped in, but my problem was to sell some 
three hundred animals a year at prices which were set. 

So I had to take up advertising, and although I knew 
nothing at all about selling, I knew less about advertis- 
ing. I thought advertising was something mysterious, 
something almost unearthly, something far removed from 
the commonplace, and recognizing myself as just an aver- 
age man, I couldn’t see any hope. The only advertise- 
ment I could think of that was practical for me to write 
was to advertise for a job, for I didn’t expect to have this 
one long. For a week I wrestled with this problem. I 
tried to think of something clever to say. I tried to get 
onto the phrases which made an advertisement accom- 
plish its purpose. I studied advertisements for this pur- 
pose, thinking I might pick up some catchy phrase and 
just change it enough to make it different. I found that 
Ivory Soap floats and is 99 44/100% pure, and that Col- 
gate’s Dental Cream comes out like a ribbon and lies flat 
on the brush, but there was no use in my saying that 
these pure bred cattle were 99 44,/100% pure, and no- 
body cared if they did float, and if I said they came out 
like a ribbon and would lie flat on the brush, that would’nt 
make anybody buy one. So I grew more and more dis- 
couraged. I pulled all of my eighteen hairs out, and 
some of these have never grown back in as you will ob- 
serve. Finally I gave it up. I decided I might as well 
quit. I did know something about Holsteins, but I didn’t 
know anything about advertising them. There was a bull 
at the Carnation farm that was sired by my favorite herd 
sire. He was out of a cow that I greatly admired. He 
had been a good individual but he had broken his tail, 
and while that does not sound very serious, it had made 
him a sad looking specimen. He had been taken off the 
sales list he looked so bad, and I decided to write to one 
of my old friends up in the county where I had been a 
county agent and tell him about this bull. I started writ- 
ing the letter, and the more I wrote the more enthusiastic 
I became. I knew there wouldn’t be many chances to get 
a bull like this one at a reasonable price and I explained 
his attractive points just as they attracted me. When I 
finished my only fear was that my letter was so long, this 
fellow wouldn’t read it carefully, so I looked it over and 
took a sentence out of the middle of it and moved this 
up to the top of the front page. I said, “Sometimes you 
can buy a really good bull cheap.” 

I never sent that letter. I wanted to make sure that 
it was all right with the company that I send it, and I 
read it to them. When I finished, they said it was cer- 
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tainly a splendid advertisement, but too long. | cut it 
down considerably, but when I wanted to change it in 
one or two places, I was told that this lessened its effec- 
tiveness. For instance, when I told about the bull havi 

a broken tail, I thought this would sound foolish ip an 
advertisement, but when I wanted to substitute that the 
bull had been injured, I was told that this was a poor 
substitute. When I wanted to change the heading, “Some- 
times you can buy a really good bull cheap” to “Some. 
times you can buy a great bull cheap,” they said No. 
My first statement was 100% sincere and sounded that 
way. I published the advertisement just as it was first 
written except that it was shorter, and I had sixty ip. 
quiries for that bull and could have sold him at least five 
times. 


Thus I learned that advertising was not something 
that required a special education, a great quantity of 
experience or any particular ability. The advertisement 
was founded on the fact that I wanted to give, I wanted 
to do a favor for someone else. I had studied the herd. 
I knew what was in it. I saw something that appealed 
to me. I was enthusiastic about it and I let go. I wrote 
just as I felt. I was not writing to be clever or attract 
attention to myself. My whole thought was tied up in 
convincing another man of what I felt to be true. I was 
afraid he wouldn’t see just what I saw, so I told him 
just what I saw. He saw that miserable, broken-tailed 
bull through my eyes and so he wanted him just as I had 
wanted him. 

The fundamental factors in selling and advertising are 
these. First to really know and appreciate your animals 
and second to let your enthusiasm boil up and bubble 
over. But don’t make this process artificial. It must be 
genuine. I want to tell you just what I mean by enthus- 
iasm. I’ve watched one cow in our herd for 8 years. I’ve 
watched her daughters develop and I’ve had letters from 
those who purchased her sons. If you would come into 
our herd and look at her, you would probably say, “I see 
that old skate is getting rheumatic” and you probably 
wouldn’t say any more. She has swellings on her knees, 
her udder has started to break down. She is past her 
days of heavy production. She is old. Now when a man 
came to our farm the other day to buy heifers I sold him 
that old cow. I sold it to him for a good price. I sold her 
to the first man whom I tried to sell her to. I called his 
attention to the swellings on her knees, to her age, and 
to her udder. Then I was able to let out the enthusiasm 
I felt for that cow. If I had said, “Here is a good cow 
for you to buy,” he would have laughed at me. If I hadn’t 
known all about her, if I hadn’t wanted to do that man a 
good turn, if I hadn’t figured that she was the cow l 
would buy if I were buying, there wouldn’t have been any 
chance for me to sell that cow. But I know all about 
her and I was full of enthusiasm for her. I had him feel 
of her hide. She has a real hide. I showed him her milk 
veins. They are long and tortuous. I told him of her 
daughter that had milked 80 lbs. in a day as a 2-year-old. 
I showed him pictures of three of her sons, handsome 
sires that are siring type. I showed him another of her 
daughters in the herd. I told him what I had sold her 
calves for and what he could expect from one calf from 
her of either sex. That man felt just as I did when J 
finished telling him the facts. He bought her, and there 
is one thing about that sale that he does not know yet 
That man will come to me to buy cows again. 


Now I have already told you how to write an advertise 
ment, but I want to give you the details in brief. 


1st. Study your animals and let your enthusiasm for 
any or all of them grow. 

2nd. Write freely all you want to, without regard to 
punctuation or spelling or choice of words. Just say 
what you would say if you were writing a letter to a good 
friend with only the thought of convincing him of the 
facts. 

3d. Look over what you have written and select the 
most attractive thing for your heading. 

4th. Cut down the advertisement into as few words 
as possible. 


There are three other less important details I want 
to mention. (a) At the end of your advertisement ask 
the reader to send for something, a picture or pedigree 
or something. This will cause him to feel the need of 
writing before he turns the advertisement over and for- 
gets it. (b) Have your name and address in large letters

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Nymphomania 
The Prevention and Treatment of “Chronic Bullers” 
By W. W. WILLIAMS, D. V. M., Springfield, Mass. in the Massachusetts Guernsey Bulletin 


cattle are more or less familiar with the disease 

known as Nymphomania, perhaps not by this name, 
put by certain changes it brings about in the cow,—such 
as a continuous heat, a relaxation and sinking of the lig- 
aments at either side of the root of the tail, a high tail 
setting and other undesirable changes in the cow’s con- 
formation or actions. These animals are commonly 
spoken of as “Chronic Bullers.” Because of the fact that 
this disease affects more particularly the high record 
cows of the various dairy breeds and prevents their con- 
ception, the losses from it are out of all proportion to the 
actual number of cows affected. 

Nymphomania is due primarily to overtaxing the sys- 
tem of the cow by excessive or injudicious feeding. As 
a result, certain organs governing the utilization of food- 
stuffs by the body are seriously injured and there follows 
a variety of secondary disease changes which the breed- 
er recognizes. The large losses from this disease are 
due, however, to the general failure to recognize the fac- 
tors which induce the development of nymphomania. As 
a result, preventive measures are not applied and curative 
measures do not succeed. 

Nymphomania is not due to an infection. It attacks 
principally the same group of cows as does milk-fever 
and may be avoided by similar dietetic measures. The 
feature of the disease most commonly considered is the 
presence of ovarian cysts and the resultant abnormalities 
in heat, the heats usually being more or less continuous. 
The cysts arise from Graffian follicles and consist of a 
collection of fluid within a membrane. Graffian follicles 
arise from the maturing of ova, or eggs, within the ovary. 
As an ovum develops it is surrounded by fluid within a 
small sac which measures about % to % of an inch in 
diameter when the egg is mature. Heat is normally the 
result of the presence of a mature ovum. At the end of 
heat this sac normally ruptures and liberates the egg. In 
nymphomania, this mechanism becomes deranged. The 
follicle fails to rupture and liberate the egg, fluid con- 
tinues to collect within the follicular wall and a more or 
less continuous heat results. More follicles form, fail to 
rupture and soon the ovary becomes a mass of cysts. 

Control of nymphomania requires the elimination of 
the fundamental causative factors and the treatment of 
the symptoms which may become apparent. 

In a large proportion of cases, nymphomania is first 
recognized within a few months after calving. Appar- 
ently it is the result of one or more of a number of con- 
tributing factors, viz.: 

1. The heavy strain in nourishing the fetus during the 
latter half of pregnancy. 

2. Injudicious feeding, especially overfeeding and ex- 
cessive protein feeding for high milk production. 

3. The readjustment of the organs of the cow from 
their function of caring for the unborn calf to that of 
milk production. 

These serve to bring about an undue strain upon cer- 
tain important organs of the cow’s system. Together 
with the vitality or strength of the particular individuals 
involved, they form the background for the disease. The 
foundation upon which this background rests is the abil- 
ity of the feeder to recognize the condition of the cows 
which he is feeding and to adapt his feeding program 
accordingly. It is this factor more than any other which 
accounts for the extreme abundance of nymphomaniacs in 
some herds and their absence in others, I don’t mean 
that it is possible for any herdsman to prevent the 
appearance of these cases entirely, but he can prevent 
many and make others less severe. 


The high producing and highly fitted cow is most sus- 
ceptible, especially when the fitting is done during her 
ninth month of pregnancy when the requirements of the 
fetus are the greatest. It is best that the fitting be done 
more gradually and over a longer period of time, thus 
preventing the rapid breakdown of fat immediately fol- 


Mee breeders who are concerned with high class 


lowing calving which is so common among test cows. 
Systems of fitting and care which bring about a high milk 
flow and butterfat test by the excessively rapid break- 
down of fats on the body and not from the foodstuffs con- 
sumed daily, are very injurious to the cow and cannot be 
too severely criticized. Nymphomania is one of the re- 
sults of this system of feeding. Prevention is largely a 
matter of dietetics, first at the time of fitting and later, 
during lactation, when wider rations and the use of the 
more readily digestible foodstuffs furnishes an element 
of protection. 


Nymphomaniacs generally have peculiarities in their 
utilization of foodstuffs. Most of them when fed the same 
ration as healthy animals show a greater tendency to lay 
on fat and especially an uneven distribution of the fat 
over the body. Common sites of fat accumulations are 
over the shoulders and buttocks, but it follows no definite 
course. Aside from this, the caretaker may be fore- 
warned of the impending condition by an undue laxness 
of the ligaments at the sides of the tail. The ligaments 
should normally relax a few days before calving, but after 
calving, they should again become firm within three to 
five days. If not, it is a warning that should be heeded. 

Although nymphomania commences more commonly 
within two or three months following calving, it may 
occur at any time during lactation period. In some herds, 
the condition is quite common among virgin heifers 
which have been grown and kept in an exceptionally fat 
condition. Poorly nourished animals, those running at 
pasture and cows fed on wide rations in reasonable 
amounts, are rarely affected. The condition is almost 
unknown among range cattle. 

If the disease is detected in its infancy, a slight wid- 
ening of the ration by the addition of crushed oats may 
prevent its development. (Alfalfa hay should not be fed. 
Preferably use clover and mixed grasses.) If a 20% 
grain ration is being used, it may be widened by the addi- 
tion of 1 part crushed oats to 2 parts of the 20% ration. 
This brings the protein content down to about 15%. 

Ration adjustments should be made gradually. Test 
COWS as well as the ordinary milk producer do not require 
as high protein rations as ordinarily supposed and this 
applies particularly to the nymphomaniac. She will do 
better when fed a 15% protein grain ration at a ration of 
1 to 3 or 3% than if a 20% to 24% ration is used. 

In the early stages of nymphomania such ration ad- 
justments will often not bring about a betterment of the 
general condition of the cow but in some cases will 
actually bring about a bigger milk flow and stop the fluc- 
tuations in milk and butterfat yield which are so com- 
mon. The basic grains, such as corn meal, hominy, 
crushed oats, bran and oil meal should constitute the 
body of the grain mixture, but corn meal and hominy 
should be used very sparingly, or not at all in case there 
is a tendency for excessive fat accumulation on the body. 
Cottonseed and gluten should not be used. 

In case the tendency towards the formation of body 
fat cannot be countered by a different balancing of the 
grain ration, the total intake of foodstuffs should be les- 
sened to such a degree that the excessive fat is used off 
the body. This course necessarily affects materially the 
milk production, but with the seriously diseased animal 
her return to breeding is often more valuable than the 
milk.. The abnormally high percentage of butterfat pro- 
duction which is peculiar to the nymphomaniac is gen- 
erally counter-balanced by a lessened milk production 
and is made at the expense of her general health. 

When nymphomania has progressed to its more ad- 
anced stages, or when the cow has been so affected over 
a long period of time, a mere maintenance ration offers 
the best chance of ultimate recovery. With test cows 

which become severely diseased, the owner can frequent- 
ly have his choice between continuing the cow on test

She has 
freshened again at eight years old, 
making in seven days 29.75 lbs. but- 
ter from 616.2 lbs. milk. Judging her 
persistent production in the other two 
lactations, her owners expect her to 
make over 1,200 lbs. this time and 
possibly 1,000 lbs. fat, if all goes well 
with her. She is a sister to Chesney 
Freda Lothian (1,296 lbs.), both he- 
ing sired by Lothian Korndyke De 
Kol Pietertje, and is from the same 
dam as Chesney Belle Sweet, the 1,- 
125-lb. and 365-lb. daughter of King 
Sweet. She and her sisters are 
owned by Essex County Hospital, 
Cedar Grove, N. J., who also have 
two of her offspring by King Sweet, 
one a 25-lb. junior three-year-old 
daughter and the other a two-year-old 
son, King Sweet Lothian, who is one 
of the junior sires in the hospital 
herd.

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Your County Club 


HE revival of interest which we recently referred to 

I in connection with the state associations seems to be 
making itself felt in the activities of the county 
clubs also. This is likewise a matter of considerable im- 
portance and significance because the county clubs are 


really the foundation in the promotional work for our 
breed. 


The parent organization, the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation of America, of course, comes first because without 
that organization to preserve the purity of the pedigree 
records of the breed, our breed would soon lose its ident- 
ity and the occasion for the state and county clubs would 
not exist. Just as the efficiency of the Extension effort 
of the National Association depends upon the proper func 
tioning and coordination of effort of the state associations. 
so does the effectiveness of the state organization depend 
largely upon the proper functioning of the county clubs. 
The county clubs are closest to the breeder and while the 
National Extension Service and the state associations 
may lay out plans for work to be done, it is the job of 
the county club to bring these ideas actually home to the 
breeder and get results from them. 


The success of county club activities depends entirely 
upon leadership. In a general way, it depends upon the 
leadership of the National Association passed on down 
through the state association, but unless there is effective 
local leadership the county club does not usually amount 
to much. 


It has been particularly hard during the lean years our 
industry has passed through to maintain interest in the 
county clubs. Many breeders have been indifferent and 
more or less discouraged, with the result that all too fre- 
quently the county club has practically lain dormant or 
passed out of existence entirely. Most of them have gone 
through the formality of holding a meeting or two every 
year with the election of officers and keeping up the shell 
of an organization, but during the period between meet- 
ings there were not many signs of life. 

The successful organization of this kind must keep 
busy. It must have definite projects to work for and it 
must have intelligent and enthusiastic leadership to keep 
up the interest of the rank and file of members in carry- 
ing out those projects. 

The very evident revival of interest in the county 
clubs is, therefore, highly significant in its promise of 
greater effectiveness in the whole Extension program. 

Among the activities the county clubs are laying out 
for themselves, the fostering and promotion of Holstein 
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calf clubs, is a project that is placed first on the list in 
nearly every instance and properly so. Other worthwhile 
projects include the promotion of cow testing association 
work among members and in the more progressive county 
clubs we look to see this feature expanded into some 
form of cooperative effort in support of the new herd 
test. Many of the clubs are making it a major project 
to get out a representative show of our breed at the 
county fair and in the states which maintain county herd 
classes at the state fair are sponsoring exhibits in these 
competitions. There is no one thing, according to our 
observation, that puts more pep into the breeders of a 
county than the work they do in bringing a herd to the 
state fair, particularly if they are fortunate enough to 
bring out a herd that places near the top. All these 
things make for breed progress. 

Many of the county organizations have developed a 
sales service for members that is decidedly worthwhile 
At times this takes the form of private sales through a 
county sale manager and in other cases the county club 
sponsors auction sales from the surplus cattle of its mem- 
bers. 

Many county organizations have made for themselves 
a national reputation through the county sales they have 
put on. Before going into this project, however, a county 
club should consider carefully whether there is a real de- 
mand for such a sale upon the part of the breeders of the 
county. If the surplus stock of desirable quality is avail- 
able, a public sale under county club auspices might be 
a real service to those breeders. On the other hand, un- 
less the surplus cattle of the right quality are available 
such a sale is likelf to do more hurt than good through 
either one or two ways. It may be necessary to fill up 
the sale with an inferior class of cattle that will give 
the county the wrong kind of advertising without benefit- 
ting buyer or seller, or it may take from the herds of the 
breeders of the county animals that they can ill afford to 
spare and which they consign merely out of a sense of 
loyalty to the county club. 

Each county organization, therefore, has its own indi- 
vidual problems to work out to do the most effective work 
for the advancement of the industry under the conditions 
actually existing, and the degree of success it. achieves in 
solving those problems will play an important part in the 
advancement which our industry is able to make. Your 
county club, while it may seem to you like an insignifi- 
cant factor in the situation, is really an important link 
in the chain that propels the Holstein Extension program 
and as such it is entitled to your complete support either 
as a leader or a willing worker in the ranks.

NE of the finest discussions of the subject of adver-

The record of the High- 
field heifer is particularly remarkable 
as she freshened again in time to 
qualify for a 305-day record, owner’s 
figures for which are 910.10 lbs. but- 
ter from 19,744.4 lbs. milk. When of- 
ficially confirmed. this will be another 
World’s Record for butter, displacing 
the Ft. Steilacoom heifer, Steilacoom 
Homestead Beauty, with 827.1 Ibs. 
butter. 

Highfield Colantha Sylvia dropped 
a very promising bull calf by the 
Highfield herd sire, Sir Burton Tiny, 
an 1.100-lb. son of Burton Hartog De- 
Kol Ormsby. She is already on test 
again and is expected to make a 30- 
lb. official record in seven days as 
she has over 23 lbs. fat in her first 
week. She will be continued on long 
test. 


Mr. Ellis reports that Highfield 
Colantha Mooie, who recently made 
a Class A record of 1,099.5 lbs. but- 
ter from 25,772.5 lbs. milk, just failed 
to qualify for the 305-day division, 
freshening just a few days too late. 
This is her seventh calf and is the 
first time that she has not qualified 
for a 305-day record. Her latest calf, 
a bull by Dutchland Konigen King 
Colantha, will be retained by Mr. 
Ellis for service.

NOIS 

We note with considerable interest 
in the last issue of the Holstein-Frie- 
sian World that Overbrook Dairy 
Farms has quite a high milk produc- 
tion on their herd of cows. We agree 
that this is a good production for the 
number of cows they have, but they 
undoubtedly have purchased very 
good foundation females and have 
culled quite closely. 

It might interest you to know some- 
thing of our herd records. The milk- 
ing cows in our herd in 1927 totalled 
32 head and the average milk produc- 
tion was 15,780.41 lbs., and the fat 
production was 515.49 lbs. We have 
not culled our herd very closely for 
some little time, as we purchased 
only a few foundation animals. We 
have kept until a year ago practically 
all females that gave any indication 
at all of being satisfactory. We be- 
lieve this is a pretty good record for 
a herd of 32 cows of all ages, among 
which there are to be found several 
2-year-olds and 3-year-olds. We doubt 
very much whether there are very 
many herds, taking every animal 
that is in milk during the year, that 
show any better average than this. 

We figured our production average 
the same as the New Jersey herd 
that we mentioned above. 

We do not know just how much 
more we can increase the production 
of this herd but we feel sure that we 
can increase this production several 
hundred Ibs. per year.

RECORDS 


Since the recent World publication 
of New Jersey State Champions, we

AMINO ACIDS ARE ESSENTIAL TO 
PROPERLY BALANCED DIET 
The discovery of vitamins’ by 
scientists interested in nutrition has 
proved of wide public interest. One 
of the reasons for popular interest 
lies in the improved results in health 
and well-being which housewives can 
obtain from the food they prepare for 
their families, if they follow the 
advice offered by science, and make 
sure of a proper supply of the various 
vitamins. The chemical knowledge 
of vitamins is limited, and their con- 
stituents are more or less a mystery. 

Less familiar to the public are the 
amino acids, which the food chemists 
have found of prime importance in the 
diet. These amino acids, of which 
there are nearly a score known to 
science, are constituents of the pro- 
teins present in various forms and in 
different foods. Some of these amino 
acids have been found essential for 
the normal growth and for proper 
nutrition of man and other animals. 
The protein of corn, for example, has 
an inadequate amount of certain 
amino acids. Peanut protein, on the 
other hand, has a surplus of these 


nut press cake meal with three parts 
of corn, the ration is better balanced, 
and the animals grow more satisfac- 
torily than when fed on corn alone. 

Chemists in the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture are studying 
such problems, striving to gain exact 
knowledge of the chemical consti- 
tuents of the various proteins, and 
searching for the secrets of the 
vitamins. These studies are checked 
by feeding experiments with small 
animals. Albino rats have proved 
most useful as test animals, as they 
mature at an early age and eat a 
great variety of food products. After 
the growth of rats has pointed the 
way, undesirable combinations of 
foods can be eliminated, and desirable 
combinations can be recommended 
for trial on live stock at the experi- 
ment stations, and the information 
passed along to dietitians for trial 
with human beings.—U. S. Dept. of 
Agriculture. 





ANIMAL PARASITES THRIVE AND 
MULTIPLY ON PROSPERITY 


Why are the parasites of domestic 
animals becoming more troublesome 
than formerly? Dr. Maurice C. Hall. 
chief of the Zoological Division, 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture, asked and answered the question 
recently in explaining why that divi- 
sion is devoting increasing attention 
to parasitism in the South. 

“Most parasites of live stock.” he 
explained, “are spread by means of 
parasite eggs, larvae, or cysts in the 
manure. The more manure there is 
on an acre of land, the more parasite 
material there will be. And the more 
valuable the land, the more and better 
animals it must carry per acre to 
pay for its use as grazing land. Now,

THE DOMESTIC DAIRY MARKETS 
SITUATION 
(February 1928) 

The passing of February leaves the 
dairy situation with but few remain- 
ing steps to the close of the current 
season and the opening of the new. 
While during the immediate past the 
markets have been going through a 
period of price readjustment, largely 
to meet a new supply situation, the 
general position of dairying remains 
secure and is regarded as at least 
moderately favorable. 

Butter markets during February 
have been unusal in several ways. 
Prices, for one thing, have not fol- 
lowed the usual course. Normally 
there is an advance from January to 
February, the average for the latter 
month being frequently as much as 
1%c above the January average. This 
year the reverse has been true and 
where the January average at New 
York was 48.76 cents it appears 
fairly certain at the present writing 
(February 28) that the average for 
February will be nearer to 47 cents. 
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The most prominent factor contribut- 
ing to this condition has been pro- 
duction. It is estimated that: produc- 
tion during. January was about 7% 
greater than a year earlier, and 
market receipts have indicated that 
this increase has continued on 
through February. Heavier market 
supplies, resulting from this heavier 
production, have kept the situation 
unsettled throughout the period. 

The storage deal is of only slight 
effect as we approach its. completion. 
Remaining .reserves are largely. . of 
the poorer qualities and thus do not 
directly compete with the new sup- 
plies. For this reason changes in 
storage movement as long as _ hold- 
ings are not materially and obviously 
in excess of normal, are not watched 
as closely as earlier in the year. 
Nevertheless it may be interesting to 
note that holdings on February 1 
were reported as 28,296,000 pounds, 
some 10,000,000 pounds above the 
previous year, but very close to the 
five-year average for February. 

Declining domestic prices and some 
slight advances abroad have caused 
a complete cessation of movement of 
foreign butter to this country. Recent 
asking prices have necessarily been 
above possible selling values here. 
This point is mentioned particularly 
to emphasize that foreign markets 
had little or no part in the downward 
price movement of February. 

Cheese markets have followed close- 
ly the example set by butter. Pro- 
duction has exceeded 1927 by a large 
margin, 11.8% for January and 
apparently nearly as much for Feb- 
ruary. This increase can only be 
accounted for by favorable weather 
and favorable feeding conditions and 
feed price relationships, especially in 
Wisconsin. There has been no price 
stimulus for greater production since 
primary market values have been at 
the same level or slightly lower than 
a year ago throughout the past two 
months. Reserve stocks of cheese 
are slightly more favorable than for 
last year although a continuance of 
the heavy production could soon 
make up the difference. 

In the case of the concentrated 
milks we find decreased production 
from a year ago. For condensed and

These products, however, 
are of such a nature that the amounts 
produced can be readily adjusted to 
supply conditions. Such control js 
said to have been exercised in this 
case largely on account of the large 
stocks that remain in the hands ot 
manufacturers. Markets for  con- 
densed and evaporated milk are said 
to be tending somewhat lower in line 
with the general seasonal trend in 
all dairy products. 

The dairy market picture has two 
prominent features in the foreground. 
Production is seen as large, increased 
over a year ago, and prices are de- 
clining, partly seasonal but rather 
more than normal for the season. 
while the complete picture gives no 
impression of great strength at the 
same time there is no weakness seen. 
—Bureau of Agricultural Economics.

FEBRUARY MILK PRICES EXCEED 
1927 AVERAGE 

The monthly fluid milk market re- 
port from the Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics at Washington shows that 
the average price for 3.5% milk sold 
in fluid form during February 1928 
was $2.84 a hundred, this being the 
same average as for January 1928 
but exceeding 1927 figures for Febru- 
ary by five cents a hundred, the 1927 
figure being $2.79. The New England 
section, has moved up into first place 
with a $3.72 figure, the South Atlantic 
States coming next with $3.51, this 
figure being reversed from a year ago 
when the South Atlantic States was 
$3.67 and New England $3.34. The 
Middle Atlantic States are above the 
average with $2.97. The West North 
Central States make up the only 
group showing a price of less than 
$2.40, their figure being $2.37 per hun- 
dred.

Meeting called to order by Pres. 
Durbin who spoke on Holstein condi- 
tions and the questions likely to come 
up at this year’s national convention. 

Report of Secretary and Treasurer 
and yearly report of activities of the 
Secretaries work read and accepted.

that the Oregon State Holstein 
Breeders Association thank the Na- 
tional Association for this extension 
service and urge that the work be 
continued in Oregon and the several 
other Northwest States. 

Committee appointed to formulate 
a proposed amendment to the na- 
tional association by-laws for the pur- 
pose of getting a member of the board 
of directors from Oregon or Washing- 
ton or California. Everly, Luscher 
and Adams appointed. 

A resolution was ordered sent to 
the Secretary of the Washington State 
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Association pledging support to them 
in their efforts to secure the national 
convention for 1930. 


Luncheon was served by Ladies of 
the Episcopal Guild and an address 
of welcome was given by Dr. A. 
Holmes Johnson of the St. Helens 
Chamber of Commerce A. C. Heiman 
of the Children’s Farm Home at Cor- 
vallis spoke of the growth of the 
calves donated during the summer of 
1927 to the home.

BULLETIN AIDS FARMERS IN 
ANALYZING BUSINESS 
After analyzing thosands of farm 
records, agricultural economists have 
undertaken to assist farmers to a 
better understanding of the financial 
side of the business, and Farmers’ 
Bulletin 1139, which is available for 
distribution, includes a_ series of 
blanks for the making of such an 
analysis and an explanation of the 
methods used in arriving at an in- 
formative understanding of how the 
business is going and where the prof- 
its are coming from. This bulletin 
will be highly useful to those farm- 
ers who wish to know where they 

stand as business men. 

“Experience shows,” say the au- 
thors, “that it is not always possi- 
ble to distinguish profitable farms 
merely by casual observation. Where 
a farm is operated as a large busi- 
ness, if free from debt, even a low 
rate of interest on the capital invest- 
ed, without any wages for the oper- 
ator, may return sufficient funds to 


give the place a prosperous appear- 
ance. In other cases an appearance 
of prosperity may be due largely to 
income from outside sources. A farm 
can not properly be called successful 
unless it pays a fair rate of interest 
on the capital, returns fair wages for 
the farmer’s labor, and. at the same 
time, maintains or increases the fer 
tility of the soil.” 

Most farmers, the authors believe, 
have the details of their business 
sufficiently well in mind for purposes 
of analysis, but they are not always 
able to summarize these details into 
a concrete statement. They realize 
that the gains from a large business 
should be more than from a small 
one, that good cows are more profi- 
table than poor ones, and that good 
crops are more desirable than those 
that barely pay for harvesting. Their 
main difficulty is that they have no 
convenient way of determining just 
how good or how poor the business 
really is; in other words, no way of 
measuring its efficiency. With. such 


an analysis as is outlined in Farmers’ 
Bulletin No. 1139-F, a farmer can 
more readily find the strong and 
weak points in his system of manage- 
ment and makes changes with some 
assurance that they will lead to 
greater profits.

To break a world’s record at her 
first freshening and two others at 
her second lactation is so remarkable 
and unusual that it put Carnation 
Walker Hazelwood in a class by her- 
self and we may expect to hear fur- 
ther from her with later performance. 

I have been informed that Segis 
Walker Matador is the only sire of 
any dairy breed that has two daugh- 
ters, one a Sr. 3-yr.-old with a record 
for each of more than 43 lbs. of but- 
ter. Am I correct in this informa- 
tion? 

To me the most remarkable thing 
in the performance of Segis Walker 
Matador is that he made his show- 
ing after he was past his prime and 
after his brother “Mat” and sister

turage and for supplemental rations 
of legume hay, silage, and grain under 
various conditions of dairy farming. 
It also gives the proportions desirable 
in mixed-grain feeds for calves, sug- 
gests the proper summer and winter 
quarters, and advises as to the proper 
age for breeding. In conclusion it 
mentions the desirability of handling 
the young heifer occasionally and 
teaching her to lead so that she is 
not likely to be shy and fearsome 
when she enters the dairy herd. It 
is wise to accustom her to the halter 
and stanchion. A little care at this 
time often prevents considerable 
trouble after calving and _ usually 
tends to make the cow gentle and 
tractable.

He 
has a good deal of faith in the pure 
bred Holstein as a dairy machine and 
is looking forward to the time when 
he will have a good herd of profit- 
producing pure breds. Farm records 
kept on his six milkers last yea 
showed an average of 351.3 lbs. fat 
from 9,466 lbs. milk, without silage 
and under very ordinary farm con- 
ditions. 


CAN SAVE DAIRYMEN 
TEN MILLION YEARLY 


It is possible to save ten million 
dollars a year for the dairy industry 
of New York state by reducing the 
cost of handling milk. by handling it 
in local plants and by greater effici- 
ency in transporting it to the city, 
according to Mr. G. W. Slocum, presi- 
dent of the Dairymen’s League Coop- 
erative Association, who spoke to a 
gathering of farmers attending Farm 
and Home Week at Ithaca, N. Y., last 
month. 

“The dairy industry is the largest 
cooperative business in the state,” 
said Mr. Slocum. It furnishes milk for 
more than 13,000,000 people. The re- 
turns from this great business re- 
quires an investment of more than a 
billion dollars, it requires 15,000,000 
acres of land and 1,500,000 cows. Per- 
manent plans to insure the future 
prosperity of the dairy business are 
of vital importance to every farmer 
in the state. 

Producers Were Quiet 

“The Dairymen’s League Coopera- 
tive Association,” said Mr. Slocum, 
“is interested in improving the whole 
dairy industry in the East, as well 
as protecting the interests of its mem- 
bers. The great depression in the 
dairy industry which occured in 1916 
and which resulted in the milk war of 
that year, found dairymen entirely un- 
prepared. They had become success- 
ful producers of good milk but had 
paid little attention to the markets 
for their milk. At that time the 
dairymen suffered great losses. Farm- 
ers had no effective organization for 
bargaining with buyers and were 
forced to sell on a contract drawn by

the dealers without consulting pro- 
ducers. In addition to this the dairy- 
man had no assurance of a continuous 
year-round market, he had made no 
effort to adjust production to the sea- 
sonal requirements of the market. As 
a result, he received “cheese factory” 
prices or less for his milk. 

“For twelve years,” Mr. Slocum said, 
“the dairymen of this state have had 
an effective organization of their own 
and the Dairymen’s League Coopera- 
tive Association has had a powerful 
influence upon milk markets. Not 
only does the League represent its 
members in the sale of its milk, but 
it serves the whole industry by fos- 
tering national and state laws that in- 
sure just protection to dairymen in 
the New York milk shed. This in- 
cludes in legislation which controls 
the sale of substitutes and prohibits 
the adulteration of food products. Na- 
tional and state laws have been passed 
which make cooperative marketing 
legal. Laws to control cattle diseases 
have been fostered, and tariff adjust- 
ments and ordinances have been se- 
cured which remove unjust competi- 
tion. 


“An outstanding example of tlie 
need for quick action by a dairymen’s 
organization,” said Mr. Slocum, “is the 
problem that confronted the industry 
last February when the announce- 
ment was made by Commissioner 
Louis I. Harris, that it would be neces- 
sary to extend the territory to insure 
an adequate supply of milk during the 
fall months. His opinion was formu- 
lated from the demands of several 
dealers’ interests. Our work in pre- 
serving this market for eastern dairy- 
men is well known. I class it as an 
outstanding demonstration of cooper- 
ation, and a direct proof that the 
farmer readily follows leadership 
when given correct information. 
arming is just as much a business as 
any other vocation and, I believe, it 
is the most difficult of all business 
problems because of the great number 
of uncontrollable factors. 

To Use More Milk 


Mr. Slocum further explanied that 
many of the larger problems of the 
industry demand the support of all 
dairymen in the territory as well as 
of the league members. “This is an 
industrial movement,” he said, “thet 
must be financed by the entire indus- 
try. The League, up to this time, has 
not felt it could take on a further in- 
dustrial burden. Nevertheless, we are 
going to start a broader type of work 
this year and will proceed with it as 
fast as funds become available for the 
purpose. Efforts to increase milk 
consumption will be purely on an in- 
dustrial basis and not confined to in- 
crease the consumption of league milk 
alone. It is easily understood that an 
increased volume of milk makes pos- 
sible an increased production with lit- 
tle increase in over head investment 
and the most profit to the producer. 

“The greatest danger to eastern 
farmers will come from trying to 
maintain prices high enough to cover 
wasteful methods. If prices get too 
high, we invite western competition. 
This territory enjoys distinctive lo- 
cational advantages which we should 


at all times be able to recover in our 
sales. 
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HOUSE PASSES BILL PROVIDING 
FUNDS FOR AGRICULTURAL 
WORK 





Measure Amended to Appropriate Ad- 
ditional Money for Extension and 
Reforestation 


Without a record vote, the House 
on March 3, passed the bill (H. R. 
11577) making appropriations for the 
Department of Agriculture for the 
fiscal year 1928-1929. 

The bill originally carried a total ap- 
propriation of $132,308,849.88, but this 
amount was increased by appropria- 
tion of $450,000 to provide additional 
funds for cooperative agricultural ex- 
tension work and also for reforesta- 
tion. 

The bill also carries provision for 
the expenditure of $77,000,000 for the 
cooperative construction of roads un- 
der the Federal Highway Act. 

During the debate on the bill, Repre- 
sentative LaGuardia (Rep.), of New 
York City. declared that the house- 
wives of New York City would soon 
be “on a meatless diet” because of 
the high cost of beefsteak, and 
charged that any legislation that 
would increase the scope of Federal 
inspection of meats was “merely 
playing into the hands of the pack- 
ers.” 

Mr. LaGuardia made his statement 
in opposition to a request of Repre- 
sentatives Shallenberger (Rep.), of 
Alma, Nebr, and Hoch (Rep.), of Mar- 
ion, Kans., for an additional appropri- 
ation of $50,000 in order to broaden 
the scope of the present Federal meat 
inspection service, which Mr. La- 
Guardia said meant nothing to the 
producer of beef cattle for the ulti- 
mate consumer. Mr. LaGuardia de- 
clared that meat in New York City 
was a “luxury” and that beefsteak 
was 75 cents per pound. 

A 1 cent increase would put people 


in New York City on a meatless diet, 
he said. 


Representative: McKeown (Dem.) 
of Ada, Okla., offered an amendment 
which would authorize the Secretary 
of Agriculture. to make loans to indi- 
vidual farmers to purchase cotton- 
seed and: fertilizers under rules and 
regulations to be prescribed by the 
Department of Agriculture. The 
amendment was stricken out on a 
point of order. 


By ‘a rising vote of 10 to 39, the 
House refused to accept an amend- 
ment proposed by Representative La- 
Guardia proposing the publication by 
the Department of Agriculture a daily 
price list of agricultural farm prod- 
ucts. He proposed that this list be 
distributed in cities having a popula- 
tion of more than 500,000. The list. 
he continued, would show the prices 
paid to the farmers and producers 
for their product and the prices paid 
for such products by the consumers. 





We note in the list of departmental 
items, that the bill as adopted, cuts 
out $146,800 from the sum requested 
for the Bureau of Animal Industry, 
by the Director of the Budget. Just 
how this will affect the activities of 
this important bureau we have not 
vet learned.

THE ELEVENTH EARLVILLE SALE 


The Eleventh Earlville Sale, held at Earlville, N. Y., on February 28 and 
29, 1928, proved again to be a satisfactory market place, 159 head selling for 
$31,430 or an average of $197.68. The weather was pleasant both days of the 
sale and the crowd taxed the capacity of the sale pavilion both afternoons. 
The top price of the sale was $555 for the 923-lb. cow, Lenawee Johanna, con- 
signed by the Rieck Certified Dairy Farms Co., Rootstown, Ohio, and pur- 
chased by W. H. Whitehouse, of Rochester, New York. This is, the highest 
priced cow that has been sold at any of the Backus sales at Earlville. Bulls 
sold up to $500, B. F. Webster, of E. Aurora, New York, paying this price to 
Yates Farms, Orchard Park, New York, for a 1,000-Ib. son of Count Korndyke 
Posch. The sale was made up largely of commercial cattle, however, and the 
market was there to absorb them at very satisfactory valuations in most 
cases. There were quite a large number of animals recently brought in from 
Canada. Several of the consignments were badly lacking in condition and 
there were more off-type individuals with nothing in particular to commend 
them than we like to see passed on to the buying public. These factors 
operated to keep down the average of the sale, which really was a much better 
market place than the figures given above would indicate. A large part of the 
cattle stayed in New York State, forty-two buyers from the home state taking 
107 head for a total of $20,200. Two large buyers were present from New 
Jersey, taking a total of 33 head for $6,810, and two Massachusetts buyers 
took a total of 19 head for $4,215. One $200 animal went to Pennsylvania. 
Lester A. Hilton, of Chester, N. J., was the largest buyer, his total being twen- 
ty-three head at $4,960 for commercial dairy production. J. C. Reagan of Tully, 
New York, bought twenty-two head for $3,740.

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FIRST 10 YEARS OF CAMPAIGN 
GREATLY REDUCES BOVINE TB 


Ten years ago, soon after he had 
taken charge of the Tuberculosis 
Eradication Division of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, the 
late Dr. J. A. Kiernan made the sig- 
nificant and prophetic statement that 
“tyberculosis can be eradicated from 
all the cattle and all the swine in the 
United States.” 

At that time official testing showed 
that 4.9% of the cattle were infected 
with tuberculosis, and figures on 40.- 
000.000 hogs slaughtered under the 
Federal inspection indicated that 10% 
of all the swine in the United States 
were infected. 

At the close of 1927 the same 
sources of information indicated that 
tuberculosis in cattle had decreased 
to 2.9% infection, and that although 
the disease in swine had increased 
from 10% in 1917 to 15.2% in 1924 it 
has gradually been decreasing since 
that time and at the close of 1927 
was 13.5%. 

There are now 401 counties, or 13% 
of the entire number in the United 
States, classed as modified accredited 
areas because they have less than 
one-half of 1% infection in cattle. 
In addition to these free counties 
there are 627 others engaged in the 
work looking to modification. This 
total of 1,028 counties, either modi- 
fied or working to that end, consti- 
tutes one-third of the total number of 
counties in the United States. A 
total of 18,610,865 head of cattle are 
now under supervision for the erad- 
ication of tuberculosis. 

In reviewing the last 10 years’ 
work, Dr. A. E. Wight, acting chief 
of the division, said that this marked 
decrease of infection in both cattle 
and swine has been accomplished as 
a result of the intensive campaign 
against the disease. It is apparent, 
he says, that the prophecy made in 
1917 relative to the possibility of 
controlling and eradicating this dis- 
ease is being borne out. He empha- 
sizes the necessity, however, of con- 
tinued and determined effort to com- 
pletely eradicate the disease as early 
as possible. If a feeling of security 
is permitted to exist to the detriment 
of organized efforts, dire results may 
yet occur in some localities.

FRED ROW DISPERSAL AVERAGES $251 


The dispersal of the herd of Fred Row at Curries Crossing, Ontario, on 
February 22, marked the breaking up of one of Canada’s oldest and best 
known herds. The offering consisted of forty head, of which twenty-three 
were milking females, fourteen young heifers, and three bulls, and these sold 
for a total of $10,050 or an average of $251.25. While there were but two ani- 
mals in the sale with records, several were from good record dams and all 
were from some of Canada’s best known blood lines. The two females with 
7-day records averaged $430, six from record dams averaged $270.83 and fif- 
teen from untested dams averaged $260.66. Five young heifers from dams 
with 7-day records averaged $256 and nine from untested dams averaged 
$190.55, while one bull from a short-time record dam sold for $375 and two 
from untested dams averaged $142. The price range of the sale was from $100 
for a young bull calf up to $500 for the top cow of the sale. 

Daisy Canary Champion, a seven-year-old cow of good show type and a 
heavy producer, topped the sale at $500. She is a daughter of Hengerveld 
Correct Champion, a grandson of Changeling Butter Boy, and out of a grand- 
daughter of Prince Mercena Piosch. She will make her new home in the herd 
of J. W. Innes & Son, Woodstock, Ontario. Rose Bonheur De Kol, a seven- 
year-old with a 7-day record at 3 years of 25.49 lbs. butter, 462.3 Ibs. milk, 
went to Everett E. McClure, Heuvelton, N. Y., for $475. One of the features 
of the sale was a number of heifers and young bulls by the noted Oxford 
county sire, Sir Romeo Banostine. Thirteen heifers from this good show bull 
from four months up to two years sold for an average of $252, and three bulls 
by him, from three months up to 11 months, averaged $265. 

The sale was considered a very satisfactory event. A good crowd was 
in attendance, with breeders present from the States as well as Canada. Only 
five head, all going to Mr. McClure of New York State, went out of the coun- 
try, the remainder of cattle going to twenty-one different breeders in Ontario.

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bound to succeed. A good example 
of this is found in the ocean flights 
of the past summer. It was not only 
the willingness to try that determined 
the success of the flyer. It was a 
willingness to learn and apply the 
rules as well. But it’s not hard to 
learn the rules of selling. We shall 
learn those today. My greatest hope 
is that you will study these rules and 
try them. You can prove beyond a 
doubt that they are practical if you 
will only try and try and try. You 
know a certain newspaper announced 
a short time ago that there wasn’t a 
single thing to rhyme with that little 
word “month.” Now of course we 
might say, “Well, they must know. 
That’s their business. .No use trying 
to find anything to rhyme _ with 
month,” but how about this? 

They say there isn’t a thing that

With that one little word called

I tried it and tried a hundred times, 
And I found it the hundred and oneth.

Nymphomania 
(Continued from page 9) 


and having a good record, or drop- 
ping the test and have her continue 
as a breeder. The former course has 
been chosen for many of the best 
cows of all the dairy herds. 


The breeder should bear in mind 
that the background of nymphomania 
is not genital disease but that the 
genita disease is an important result 
of the existing systematic disease. 
Failures in the treatment of the gen- 
ital disease, cystic ovaries, etc., may 
largely be attributed to a failure in 
recognizing this fact. 


The treatment of various symp- 
toms, such as the ovarian cysts, is an 
important feature in overcoming the 
disease once it has _ developed. 
Dietary measures alone are success- 
ful in the cure of only a limited num- 
ber of cases, but I believe the per- 
centage would be much greater if 
ration adjustments were made when 
the disease first appears, rather than 
later when more extensive damage 
has been done to the cow. 

The rupturing of ovarian cysts aids 
to allay the cow’s sexual excitement 
and improves the condition of the 
uterus. 

The uterus of the cow with nym- 
phomania is many times less resist- 
ant to infection and for this reason 
demands particular attention. Aside 
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from this, it has been found that the 
use of adrenalin chloride and some. 
times pituitary extract aids very ma- 
terially in toning up the body and 
overcoming the fundamental disorder, 
Various symptoms of this disease 
may be attributed to lessened func- 
tion of the suprarenal and pituitary 
glands and it is quite proper that 
such be controlled by the injection 
of extracts from these glands. The 
use of gland products is not however 
a matter for a novice. Improper use 
of them may result in much damage. 
Their action is governed by various 
interrelated functions of the body. 
Different variations of the disease re. 
quire variations in dosage and mate- 
rials injected. It is therefore advis- 
able that the administration of gland 
products shall be regulated by those 
having a knowledge of the action of 
these preparations and who are able 
to interpret results. They are not to 
be recommended for indiscriminate 
use. 

Glandular concoctions, however, 
had best be left alone by both veter- 
inarian and breeder. It is best to use 
the straight gland product from a 
reputable house, and not a mixture. 
Then it is possible to know what re- 
sults, if any, are obtained. 

In addition to what has been pre- 
viously mentioned with regard to 
prevention and treatment, the follow- 
ing precautions will be found of 
value. 

1. Do not allow the nymphomaniac 
to run with other cattle. She is very 
prone to fractures and there is con- 
siderable danger of getting a broken 
hip or leg. 

2. Breed on the second normal reg- 
ular heat and not before. Remember 
that normal heats occur at 20 or 21- 
day intervals and last not longer than 
24 hours. Breeding on abnormal 
heats interferes with recovery, in- 
creases the hazard from fractures, 
and throws an unwarranted and need- 
less strain upon the bull. 


3. The cow which has been a nym- 
phomaniac should not be highly fitted 
prior to her next freshening; and 
after freshening a high protein ra- 
tion should be avoided. 

4. A satisfactory ration for use of 
a cow seriously affected with nym- 
phomania consists of 4 parts crushed 
oats, 2 parts bran, % or 1 part lin- 
seed oil meal and % or 1 part corn 
meal or hominy. The ration of the 
latter two ingredients should be ad- 
justed in accordance to the general 
condition of the cow, a fat cow tak- 
ing relatively less corn and a high 
milk producer taking relatively more 
oil meal.

IMPORTANT LIVESTOCK SHOW IN 
HOLLAND 


On July 24, 25 and 26 of this year 
there will be held a very important 
national livestock exposition at The 
Hague (Holland); it will be a great 
show of cattle, horses, swine, sheep 
and goats. The national breeders’ 
associations have guaranteed to bring 
at least 440 head of cattle, 380 horses, 
100 hogs, 150 sheep and 100 goats, all 
pure bred of course, to the show. 

There are three breeds of cattle: 
Holland-Friesian, which is called in 
America Holstein - Friesian, Maas- 
Rhine-Ysel cattle (a red and white 
double purpose breed) and Groningue- 
cattle (black with a white head, also 
double purpose breed); in the horse 
department there will be shown the 
Netherland drafthorses of the Belgian 
type and the lighter general purpose 
horses. 

Since 1913, when there was held a 
great National and International Agri- 
cultural Exposition at The Hague, a 
show as now planned for 1928 has 
not been organized. This year’s ex- 
position will be a demonstration of 
the progress the Netherland farmer 
and breeder has made in the livestock 
field during the last 15 years. 

The dates of the Exposition are 
chosen in such manner as to precede 
the Olympiad, which is to be held at 
Amsterdam. 

Every American, who is interested 
in livestock breeding or in general 
farming, and who has the opportun- 
ity to visit Europe next summer, 
should arange his trip for attending 
one of the most important agricul- 
tural expositions of Europe.

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LUSCHERS BUILDING SPLENDID 
HOLSTEIN MILK MARKET 

Eastern Holstein men and those 
living in the northwest who have en- 
joyed the splendid hospitality of Mr. 
and Mrs. Jacob Luscher of Fairview, 
Oregon, will be interested in the suc- 
cess they have attained in marketing 
Holstein milk in the city of Portland. 

Fairview Holstein Farm is located 
twelve miles east of Portland on the 
Columbia River Highway. The work- 
ing dairy consists of forty cows and 
Mr. Luscher and his sons retail 700 
quarts per day in Portland with pros- 
pects for more business as fast as 
they can build the herd up to about 
sixty head of milking females. The 
milk is sold as Holstein milk from 
stores and retail routes. 

The herd which was established in 
1910 comprises about 100 head of fe- 
males and has been built up from a 
foundation selected from members of 
the Veeman family, which bloodline 
is still a leading factor in the herd. 

Mr. Luscher has about fifteen 
daughters of Sir Bessie Aaggie Inka, 
a bull purchased in 1913, one with a 
yearly record of over 1,200 lbs. butter 
and 32,000 lbs. milk, three ranging 
from over 1,000 lbs. to the above fig- 
ure. Short time records of his daugh- 
ters range from 20 to 29 lbs. The 
bull is by Sir Bessie Homestead Jo- 
hanna Fayne and out of Heilo Aaggie 
Inka. The herd also contains twelve 
daughters of King Segis Matador 
Veeman, a son of Segis Walker Mata- 
dor. These are working mostly in 
heifer form and are noted for splen- 
did production. 

The herd sire in use at present is 
a son of Segis Pontiac De Kol Burke 
2d whose three nearest dams all have 
records above 1,000 Ibs. His dam is 
out of a granddaughter of Aaggie 
Cornucopia 3d who is a maternal sis- 
ter to Aaggie Cornucopia Pauline. 
This bull has been used almost ex- 
clusively since 1924 and about forty 
of his daughters are coming on in the 
herd. The first will freshen very 
shortly. 

On the daughters of this bull Mr. 
Mr. Luscher is using K. P. O. P. 35th 
whose five nearest dams, four of 
them in heifer form, average 1,175.14 
Ibs. butter and 24,235.42 lbs. milk. 
His dam, Rose King Mutual, has 
995.13 lbs. butter as a four-year-old. 

No official work has been done at 
Fairview Holstein Farm since 1922 
but the entire herd has been in cow
